Achievements Are. Notable 


Mr. Hughes layached a great move- 
ment for lifting the burdens of the 
world and entering, upon an era for 
navies .of defined size suitable for 
proper defense, bit not for offensive _ 
aggrandizement at the first meeting. 
It seemed inevitable that when the 
Conference got down to the dull but 
‘essential routine of details public in- 
terest should flag somewhat and that 
the doub‘ers and the cynics should 
begin to scatter seeds of distrust. 
But, as Mr. Root remarked, “Cynics 
are invariably near-sighted,” and the 
public interest came back in great 


style- as the end of the Conference 


braught to view notable achievement. 
even China’ obtaining recognition of 
rights and claims which had seetned to 
be beyond the bounds of possibility. 

Continental Hall was filled to ca- 
pacity on Saturday and the demand 
for seats. for the closing session on 
Monday, which, of course, has a spe- 
cial dramatic value, is greater than 
can be met. Cabinet members, Su- 
preme Court justices, members of 
both houses of Congrgss, the three 
branches of the government, were 
largely represented.

As the delegates filed 
in they had the quality of being old 
friends, for it is very much the same 
audience that has assembled at each 
of the open sessions of the Confer- 
ence im the D. A. R. Building.

Balfour was applauded as he passed 
to his place at Mr. Hughes’ right hand 
and lgoked about with pleased sur- 
prise. All of the defPgates stopped 
for hand-shaking and the interchange 
of remarks as they came into the hall, 
taking their place with leisurely in- 
formality about the hollow square of 
the green-covered tables. 


Mr. Hughes’ Presentment 


The opening, by Mr. Hughes had 
nothing to do with pyrotechnics, It 
was the presentment of solid achieve- 
ment for China, a restatement-of the 
open door policy, a real guarantee of 
the integrity and sovereignty of China 
which the powers covenanted solemnly 
to respect and preserve. This was 
followed by Mr. Underwood's explana- 
tion of the tariff customs of China and 
what the powers had agreed to do, with 
the significant statemenf that the dele- 
gates hoped in the not distant future 
that China would have a parliamentary 
government and would be able to 
Manage her own tariff and other do- 
mestic concerns herself without out- 
side interference or assistance. At 


} present governmental disturbance does 


not make it possible. 

China must work out her destiny, 
as Mr. Hughes and Mr. Balfour have 
repeatedly said during the difficult 
and tedious negotiations that have 
continued day after day, but site is to 
be permitted to do it and Japan, which 
has been under suspicion, has prom- 
ised, with the other powers, to stay 
her hand from illegal exploitation or 
seizure of territory or privileges. 
Japan’s word is taken in good faith. 
A& a matter of fact, her attitude since 
her delegates came to Washington has 
been such as to increase the respect 
and confidence of the other powers, 
especially the United States.

PARIS, Feb. 5 (Special Cable) — 
What is satirically called the “two and 
a half international” has been con-_ 
vened in Paris. Socialist parties 
throughout the whole of Burope ar 
undergoing a tremendous crisis, Th 
Second International was split asun- 
der by the failure of German Socialists 
to oppose the war. Subsequently, the 
Third International with headquarters 
in Moscow, was formed and many 
Communist organizations, as advanced | 
Socialist groups became joined. 

The dissident Socialists, faithful to 
their former ideals, attempted reor- 
ganization. It is these dissident So- 
cialists .in small numbers, a feeble 
organization, the remnants of pre-war 
parties, which began the conference 
here. 

Interest was comparatively small, 
because only the British, French and 
Belgian delegates were present at the 
opening. Italians at the last minute 
decided not to send representatives; 
the Germans, although expected, were 
delayed. A debate is proceeding on 
the Versailles Treaty, which is roundly 
condemned. The object of the con- 
ference is to prepare the way for still 
another International, probably known 
as the fourth.

YORK, Feb. ve Wig ‘(Gpeciat) —Re-| 
vision of the penal code and law ma- 
chinery of the State of New York, and 
particularly New York City, by a com- 
mission appointed by Governor Miller, 
is adyocated by a number of prominent. 
jurists and lawyers, Interest in the 
possibility of: such a commission is 
faroused by the present congestion in 
the courts, duplication of functions of 
officials atid disuse of many existing 
statutes. 97 | 

‘Among the opinions recorded the 
folowing have been .selected by the 
Globe ’as indicating most Glearly’ the 
feeling of lawyers on the question: 

Judge Rosalsky of General Sessions 
said:'“‘I-have felt for the past 20 years 
that the present penal code has. prac- 
tically outlived its usefulness and that 
a mew code should be‘ prepared by a 
commission of judges of the Court of 
Appeals, justices of the Appellate Di- 
vision, three county judges, and two 
‘assistant district attorneys, who have 
had more than 15 years in argument 
before the Court of Appeals.” 

Chief: Justice Kernochan of Special 
Sessions, said: “This commission nu- 
merically should: bd a small one but 
should consult freely with members 
of the judiciary from the criminal 
‘courts of ‘not only -siiperior but -in- 
ferior jurisdiction, Much of the pres- 
ent code renders it:extremely difficult 
for judges to insist on expeditious 
trials of criminals. Should some of 
these obstacles be removed and trials 
‘expedited, the problem of administer- 
ing justice to criminals would be much 
easier of solution and the expense to 
the public materially decreased.” . 

Supreme Court Justice’ Lewis of 
Kings County said: “Of course the 
pénal code-needs revision and needs it 
badly. .A study of the whole code and 
the entire judicial machinery would 


| be a hig work with immense possibil- 


ities. The penal.code is a vast mix- 
ture of inconsistencies. It should be 
straightened owt so that tthe layman 
on the street will know something of 
what ‘it is about, We cannot combat 
‘crime without up-to-date . laws’ and

But if our prisoners are to 
have their chance for betterment, we 
must be able’to classify them and 
give: them every facility for advance, 
This cannot be done for a few men 
confined in small county jails. Ade- 
quate facilities can come only. when 
these convicted prisoners are placed 
under. state control.” 
) Provision of schooling for illiterates, 
adequate industrial plants in which a 
mam may acquire a trade, or outdoor 
work on a farm, are among facilities 
which would be provided, it-is urged. 
The many small, scattered county jails
